(a) 50%, or more, thru Bank financing; 

(b) 25% from the contractors, and/or suppliers; 

(с) 20% from the growers, or approximately $3.00 per 
ton of cane contracted; 

(d) 5% from sale of preferred stock.

Says Green Of Gas And Sales Taxes 


Sales tax collections {ог the 
month of March based on Feb- 
ruary sales amounted to $14,- 
411,541.45 a decrease of $779,989 
63, or 5.13 per cent under the 
$15,191,531.08 collected during 
the same month last year. 

Tota) sales tax collections this 
fiscal year, July through March, 
amount to $125,964,183.71, a de- 
crease of $556,096.89, or 0.43 per 
cent under the $126,520,280.60 
collected to date last year. 

Gasoline tax collections dur- 
ing the month of March based 
on February sales amounted to 
$10,345.937.62, a decrease of 
1.1 per cent under the $10,460,- 
542.77 collected during the same 
month last year. 


Total gasoline tax collections 
fiscal year amount to $90,416,- 
254.98, an increase of $2,328,- 
760.98, or 2.6 per cent over the 
$88,087,494.00 collected to date 
last fiscal year. 


Naturally, these figures are 
disappointing, and indicate that 
the reported gradual upswing 
їп the national economy so far 
has not been felt generally in 
Florida.

The Cross firm will con- 
struct Leyee 29, Section 2, which 
is «part of the Southern bound- 
агу of Conservation Area 3. In- 
volved"in Phe work is construc- 
Чоп of séveral water control 
structures and relocation of a 
section of Levee 29 and a 10- 
mile section of U. S. Highway 
41 (Tamiami Trail) which will 
be located-atop the levee. 

Conservation Area 3 is a giant 
water storage area where ex- 
cesswater supplies are retained 
until they are needed during 
periods of drought. Another sec- 
tion of Levee 29 is already un- 
der contract. Plans call for the 


federal highway to be relocated 
380 feet north of its existing lo- 
cation. A 24-foot highway will 
replace an existing 20-foot road 
way. > 

The second flood control con- 
tract was awarded to Great 
Lakes Dredge and Dock Co., of 
New Orleans, Lz.,.on a $1,783, 
100 bid to enlarge the channel 
and make other improvements 
on a section of the Caloosahat- 
chee River. Eventually all of the 
Caloosahatchee will be enlarg- 
ed from the existing 90-foot 
width to 180-225 feet in width. 
The depth will be dredged from 
the existing 8 feet to approxi- 
mately 24 feet. Length of the 
project is approximately 10 
miles. 

Site of this improvement is 
from a point near the old bridge 
at Olga down stream to a point 
about half of a mile from the 
southeast tip of Beautiful Isle. 
Subsequent contracts will wid- 
en and deepen the waterway all 
the way from Lake Okeechobee 
to the point of this work, there- 
by offering a deep channel to 
the Gulf of Mexico and improv- 
ing the waterway from a navi- 
gation standpoint as well as еп- 
hancing its value as a flood 
control channel. The Great 
Lakes firm was the lowest of 11 
bids on the project.

Herbicides Not “Cureall” 
Exp. Station’s Orsenigo 


Growers can benefit from re- 
cently developed chemicals 
which control weeds selectively 
in vegetable crops, asserts hor- 
ticulturist J., R. Orsenigo in the 
April (Weed Control) issue of 
Florida Grower and Rancher, 

One major advantage of herb- 
icides is timeliness. When they 
are applied at the time crops аге 
planted, chemicals control weeds 
for extended periods and culti- 
vation schedules become less cri- 
tical. 

Herbicides employed wisely 
may mean more dollars income 
through economical weed con- 
trol and production of quality 
produce, crop specialists points 
out. To help growers, he lists re- 
commended herbicide combina- 
tions for a number of Florida 
vegetable crops. 

Orsenigo stresses, however, 
that herbicides are not a “cure- 
all." They must be adapted wise- 
ly to production schedules to 


provide weed removal early in! 


crop growth (especially in the 
drill), of reduced hand labor and 
mechanical cultivation, and of 
reduced crop and root damage 
in cultivation. 

Probably more caution is re- 
quired when using herbicides in 
leafy vegetables than in any 
other crop situation. Not all leaf 
crop types and strains have 
equal tolerance to herbicides; 
consequently the chemicals must 
be tried on a small scale under 
grower conditions.

Some years ago, an argument as 
to who could get the most miles 
ош of a gallon of gasoline boiled 
up into a challenge. And Shell's 
Mileage Marathon was born. 

Shell scientists have competed 
in this Marathon for several 
years. Not as a publicity stunt. 
But purely as a private contest. 
They use their Own cars, time 
and money. 


Not for everyday use 
‘The best mileage recorded so far 
is a resounding 168 miles per 
gallon. 

Many of the things contest- 
ants did to achieve this world 
record are not recommended for 
use on the public highway. But 
they do throw some light on 
what makes a little gasoline go 
along way. 


Record-breaking car cost $35 
Shell's record-breaking car was 
a highly modified 1924 coupé 
(эсе cut). It was rescued from a 
junkyard for $35. 

The only requirements that 
had to be met to qualify for the 
contest were simple. 

The car had to have four 
rubber-tired wheels. It had to 
weigh no less than 2000 pounds. 
It had to have at least 100 си. in. 
piston displacement. And it had 
to use gasoline that anybody 
could buy at а Shell service 
station. 

After that, no holds were 
barred. The car that won used a 
standard carburetor from an old 
one-cylinder engine. 


Tire pressures 
up to 110 pounds 
Some contestants inflated their 
tires as high as 110 pounds per 
square inch to reduce road- 
wheel friction. 


Such crazy pressures would, of 

course, be quite unsafe under 
normal road conditions—and 
hideously uncomfortable, too. 

But, under Shell's carefully 
controlled Marathon safety 
rules, the only ill effects were 
an embarrassing bruise or two. 

Pressure problems 
for the champs 
Dave Berry and Fred Schuette, 
who eventually get the existin 
record, had to be Satisfied wit 
something less spectacular in the 
tire department 

Their coupé’s beat-up tires 
couldn't possibly take more than 
50 pounds. But there was a help- 
ful mileage dividend in the 
old, wood-spoked wheels. 

They took tires that were 
neatly a yard in diameter. This 
moved the car forward an ex- 
traordinary 9%. feet at every 
revolution.

On the winning car—the 
wheel bearings were lubricated 
with light engine oil to reduce 
drag. It worked. 

When the front wheels were 
jacked up and given an experi-

‘The champs’ 
“on-and-off” driving 
Shell's record was set in two trips 
over an 11.94 mile course. The

The winning car was accel- 
erated to 20 miles per hour, at 
which point the driver cut ‘his 
engine and coasted in neutral. 

Only when the “speed” 
dropped below 5 miles per hour
